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ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING, 

Held  in  the  Hospital ,  on  Saturday ,  8hh  February ,  1868. 

KEY.  B.  L.  BURTON,  in  the  Chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Testimonials  of  the  several  Candidates  for  the  Matron  - 
ship  having  been  examined,  it  was  proposed  by  the  Rev.  W. 
Jones,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  E.  D.  Carr,  that  Mrs.  E.  Humphreys, 
with  her  daughter  as  assistant,  be  appointed  for  a  month  on  trial. 

Dr.  Andrew’s  suggestion  of  providing  four  comfortable  arm¬ 
chairs  for  the  use  of  the  in-patients  was  agreed  to. 

The  reports  of  the  Committee  and  Surgeon  being  read,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  T.  M.  How,  Esq., 
seconded  by  P.  Beck,  Esq.,  that  they  be  adopted,  printed,  and 
circulated. 

The  Treasurer’s  account  for  last  year  having  previously  been 
audited,  was  produced  and  accepted. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Cholmondeley,  seconded  by 
the  Rev.  F.  H.  Hotham,- — 

i  t  was  resolved  to  increase  the  number  of  the  present  Com¬ 
mittee  by  the  addition  of  the  Rev.  II.  W.  Moss,  Rev.  R.  H. 
Cholmondeley,  Rev.  N.  Cooper,  Rev.  J.  R.  Legh,  and  Edward 
Haycock,  junior,  Esq. 
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It  was  proposed  by  the  Rev,  W.  Jones,  and  seconded  by  the 
Eev.  N.  Cooper,  “  That  the  special  thanks  of  the  meeting  be 
given  to  Dr.  Andrew,  for  his  valuable  and  gratuitous  services  as 
Surgeon,  and  his  wTarm  interest  in  the  Institution,  owing  to 
which  its  present  successful  position  is  mainly  due.” 

Mr.  Salter  was  re-appointed  Dispenser. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  votes  of  thanks  to  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  the  Secretary,  and  to  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Burton  for  his  kind¬ 
ness  in  taking  the  Chair. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE, 

8th  February,  1868. 


The  Hospital  having  now  completed  its  first  year,  your 
Committee  lay  before  you  the  Thirty-ninth  Annual  Report. 

This  short  period  has  shown,  by  the  increasing  number  of 
out-patients,  and  the  numerous  applications  for  admission,  that 
the  building  supplies  a  want,  long  felt.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
state  that  the  house  chosen  has  answered  the  purpose  to  which  it 
is  applied,  far  better  than  was  at  first  anticipated ;  and  considering 
both  its  age  and  the  alterations  that  have  been  made,  few  repairs 
have  been  required.  During  the  past  year  attention  has  been 
directed  to  render  it  more  comfortable  by  additions  to  its  interior 
fittings,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  The 
waiting  room  for  the  out-patients  having  been  complained  of,  as 
cold,  a  stove  has  been  placed  there,  which  now  diffuses  a 
pleasant  and  equable  temperature. 
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The  grates  throughout  the  house  are  very  old  and  wasteful 
of  fuel,  requiring  to  be  replaced  by  others  of  more  improved 
construction. 

The  kitchen  has  been  much  improved  by  a  new  window, 
(the  gift  of  one  of  the  Governors,  Major  Goodwyn,)  but  the 
water  pipes  and  sinks  for  the  use  of  the  house  being  placed  here 
render  the  place  so  damp  that  their  removal  to  another  part  of 
the  premises  is  imperatively  necessary. 

The  hot  bath  and  apparatus  have,  on  the  whole,  worked 
•satisfactorily ;  certain  additions  are  however  required,  as  well 
ns  a  more  perfect  system  of  ventilation  than  at  present  exists. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  make  the  improvements  above 
mentioned  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  render  the  Institution 
as  efficient  as  possible,  by  increasing  the  comforts  of  the 
in-patients,  who,  suffering  from  a  dire  affliction,  and  being  chiefly 
of  an  advanced  age,  are  peculiarly  the  objects  of  charity. 

To  carry  out  these  changes,  to  make  up  for  the  loss  sustained 
by  the  death  or  withdrawal  of  subscribers,  your  Committee 
-confidently  appeal  to  the  friends  of  the  Institution  to  supply  the 
necessary  funds. 

In  conclusion,  on  looking  at  the  past,  and  reviewing 
the  numerous  alterations  which  have  taken  place  under  their 
supervision  since  1862,  changing  a  Dispensary  held  in  a  small 
room,  quite  unfit  for  out-patients,  without  any  accommodation 
for  in-patients  into  an  Hospital,  well  situated,  capable  of  receiv¬ 
ing  five  in-patients  and  ample  room  for  out-patients.  Finding, 
too,  that  since  then  the  friends  of  the  charity  have  trebled,  and 
the  number  of  patients  proportionately  increased,  your  Committee 
cannot  but  look  forward  with  the  utmost  confidence  to  the 
future  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  your  Institution. 
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MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  REPORT. 


The  many  changes  which  your  Surgeon  has  so  strongly  urged 
ever  since  his  connection  with  the  charity  have  been  so  far 
carried  out,  thanks  to  the  Committee  and  the  Governors,  that  he 
can  report  greater  success  than  has  been  hitherto  attained  ;  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  notice  that  each  change  has  produced  an  in¬ 
creased  number  of  patients,  and  he  trusts  that  a  proportionate 
amount  of  good  has  been  accomplished.  The  out-patient 
arrangements  have  worked  admirably ;  and  the  in-patient  de¬ 
partment,  considering  that  it  is  the  first  year  of  the  Hospital, 
is  improving  daily,  additions  being  continually  made,  as  it  is 
seen  that  the  needs  of  the  patients  require  the  same  ;  and  when 
the  several  improvements  which  are  now  under  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  Committee  are  carried  out,  your  Surgeon  believes 
that  the  charity,  remembering  that  the  premises  were  never 
constructed  for  this  purpose,  will  compare  in  comfort  with  similar 
provincial  institutions. 

The  operating  room  has  been  quite  a  success,  good  light 
generally  being  obtained  when  all  the  other  rooms  are  compa¬ 
ratively  dark  ;  the  mode  of  heating,  however,  is  not  satisfactory, 
and  will  require  alteration. 

The  number  of  new  patients  during  the  past  year  has  been 
478,  an  increase  of  120  over  the  preceding  year,  and  almost 
fou  times  the  number  that  was  admitted  in  18G2,  when  these 
changes  commenced. 
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Forty-five  patients  have  been  received  into  the  Hospital, 
most  of  whom  have  undergone  one  or  more  operations.  Consid¬ 
ering  that  these  have  been  some  of  the  worst  cases  on  the  books, 
the  result  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  operations,  however,  is  not  the  slightest 
test  of  the  efficiency  of  a  charity,  the  great  aim  of  science 
being,  if  possible,  -to  cure  the  disease  without  operation. 

While  speaking  of  treatment,  your  Surgeon  would  again 
point  out  to  Subscribers  (as  he  has  so  often  done  before)  the 
very  great  importance  of  sending  cases  recommended  at  an 
earlier  date,  for,  at  least,  half  the  applicants  come  at  so  late 
a  period,  that  their  cure,  in  some  cases,  is  impossible,  in  others 
much  retarded,  whilst  a  third  class  are  merely  capable  of  relief. 
Unfortunate  examples  of  the  above  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year  in  the  persons  of  two  infants,  both,  on  their  first  attend¬ 
ance,  having  their  eyes  permanently  destroyed  by  purulent 
inflammation,  a  complaint  which,  when  taken  early,  yields  more 
readily  than  most  to  ordinary  treatment.  When  it  is  remem¬ 
bered  that  these  two  children  are  condemned  to  blindness 
foi  life,  ana  that  other  patients  have  their  eyes  permanently 
injured  through  delay,  it  would  be  a  kindness,  if  not  a  duty, 
of  the  educated,  to  induce  these  ignorant  persons  to  seek  relief 
earlier,  and  would  be  truly  economical,  for  too  often  a  week’s 
injury  unattended  to,  requires  months  for  its  perfect  removal. 

One  class  of  cases  which  constantly  present  themselves 
generally  require  some  explanation,  both  to  patients  and  recom- 
menders,  namely — opacities  of  the  cornea,  that  is,  white  patches 
on  the  front  of  the  eye,  these  are  generally  called  cataracts,  and 
come  with  a  demand  for  removal  by  operation;  but  these 
patches  are  in  reality  either  permanent,  or  can  only  be  dimin- 
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ished  by  treatment,  not  operation,  and  are  generally  due  to  old 
inflammation  previously  neglected. 

Cataract,  on  the  other  hand,  which  is  removed  by  operation, 
is  deeply  placed  within  the  eye,  and  rarely  noticed  by  the 
patients  themselves. 

Again,  in  squint,  there  is  often  such  long  delay  in  having 
the  condition  rectified,  that  one  eye  becomes  useless,  and  desti¬ 
tute  of  vision. 

What  has  been  said  above,  with  regard  to  neglect  in  eye 
disease,  still  more  forcibly  applies  to  the  ears,  as  here,  in¬ 
stead  of  neglect  of  weeks  or  months,  it  is  far  more  common  of 
years,  when  the  chance  of  relief  is  long  gone  by. 

In  conclusion,  your  Surgeon  hopes  that  these  few  explan¬ 
ations  will  enable  him  to  record  a  larger  amount  of  good  done 
in  his  next  report.

1.  That  this  Charity  he  known  and  distinguished  by 
the  name  of  4  4  The  Shropshire  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  ” 
and  shall  be  governed  by  Annual  Subscribers  of  10s.  6d.  and 
upwards,  and  by  Donors  of  £5  5s.  and  upwards  ;  and  shall 
be  conducted  by  a  committee  of  nine  or  more  governors,  a 
president,  a  treasurer,  two  auditors,  three  or  more  trustees  (in 
whom  all  the  property  and  funds  of  the  Charity  shall  be  vested) 
a  secretary,  a  consulting  physician,  and  a  surgeon,  to  be  chosen 
and  appointed  by  the  governors  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at 
a  Special  General  Meeting  to  be  held  for  the  purpose. 

2.  That  Donors  of  ^5  5s.  and  upwards  shall  be  gover¬ 
nors  during  their  lives. 

3.  That  the  financial  year  shall  end  on  the  31st  day  of 
December.  That  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  governors  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Saturday  in  the  month  of  February  following, 
for  the  dispatch  of  the  general  business  of  the  Hospital,  when 
the  reports  of  the  committee  and  surgeon  shall  be  made,  the 
accounts  for-  the  past  year  be  audited  and  the  committee  for  the 
current  year  be  appointed.  That  five  governors  shall  be  necess- 
sary  to  form  a  meeting ;  and  in  the  event  of  there  being  no 
meeting,  the  committee  and  other  officers  shall  continue  in  the 
office  until  their  successors  be  appointed. 

4.  Special  Meetings  of  the  governors  shall  be  called  by  the 
secretary  whenever  he  shall  think  necessary,  or  when  required 
(in  writing)  by  any  five  of  the  governors.  The  secretary  to 
give  (by  post  or  otherwise)  three  days’  notice  of  such  meeting, 
and  to  state  in  such  notice  the  business  proposed  to  be  trans¬ 
acted  at  the  meeting. 

5.  That  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  the  committee  and  surgeon,  and  of 
the  past  year’s  accounts  be  advertised,  once  in  “  Eddowes  s 
Shrewsbury  Journal,”  and  “The  Shrewsbury  Chronicle;’  and 
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that  such  reports,  abstracts,  and  resolutions  together  with  the 
list  of  subscribers,  and  rules  of  the  Institution,  be  printed  for 
circulation,  and  sent  to  the  governors  by  post  or  otherwise. 

6.  That  the  treasurer,  physician,  secretary,  and  surgeon, 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  committee  ;  that  three  shall 
form  a  quorum  for  the  dispatch  of  business.  That  before  pro- 
ceeding  to  business  a  chairman  be  appointed,  and  that  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  be  taken  by  the  secretary. 

7.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  such  times 
as  the  secretary  shall  think  necessary,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  any  three  of  their  number  shall  (by  writing)  appoint.  Such 
meetings  to  be  called  by  the  secretary,  wdio  shall  give  (by  post 
or  otherwise)  three  days’  notice  thereof,  and  state  in  such  notice 
the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  at  the  meeting. 

8.  That  upon  any  of  the  aforesaid  offices  becoming  vacant, 
a  meeting  of  governors  shall  be  called  by  the  secretary,  with  all 
convenient  speed,  to  supply  such  vacancy. 

9.  Ail  questions  at  any  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  governors,  or  of  the  committee  present  thereat. 
Every  governor  or  member  of  the  committee  shall  have  one  vote, 
and  the  chairman  a  casting  vote  in  addition,  when  necessary. 
Ladies  may  vote  at  meetings  of  governors  by  proxy  appointed  by 
writing,  such  proxy  being  a  governor,  but  onlv  in  the  election  of 
officers. 

10.  Annual  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance,  on 
the  1st  of  January  in  each  year ;  and  unless  notice  of  withdrawal 
shall  have  been  given,  in  writing,  to  the  treasurer  or  secretary, 
one  month  at  least  before  the  first  day  of  January,  the  governor 
w'ill  be  considered  to  continue  his  or  her  subscription.  No  sub¬ 
scriber  shall  vote  at  any  meeting  if  bis  subscription  for  the 
current  year  be  not  paid,  nor  unless  he  shall  have  been  a 
subscriber  for  three  months  preceeding  such  meeting. 

11.  The  Hospital  shall  be  open  on  all  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays,  from  nine  o’clock  till  eleven  o’clock  a.m.  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor,  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  eyes  or  ears.  And  no 
person  who  is  able  to  pay  for  advice  or  medicine  shall  be  admis¬ 
sible  as  a  patient. 

12.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  by  governor’s  recommend¬ 
ations,  and  shall  have  gratuitous  advice  and  a  free  supply  of 
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medicine  for  tlie  space  of  three  months  ;  and  every  governor  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  recommend  three  patients  for  every  10s.  6d. 
subscribed,  and  life-governors  shall  be  at  liberty,  for  every  <£5 
5s.  given,  to  recommend  annually  the  same  number  of  patients 
as  a  subscriber  of  10s.  6d. 

13.  When  patients  living  at  a  distance  from  Shrewsbury 
require  constant  attention,  or  when  living  in  Shrewsbury  cannot 
by  reason  of  poverty  find  the  lodgings  suitable  for  the  proper 
treatment  of  their  case,  discretionary  power  shall  be  given  to 
the  surgeon  to  admit  them  as  in-patients.  No  patient  shall  be 
so  maintained  at  the  charge  of  the  Hospital  beyond  the  period 
of  three  months,  without  the  special  sanction  of  the  committee. 

14.  A  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  Hospital  in  which  the 
name,  age,  residence,  and  disease  of  every  patient,  by  whom 
and  when  recommended,  and  when  and  with  what  result  dis¬ 
charged,  shall  be  entered  by  the  surgeon ;  which  book  shall  be 
at  all  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  governors. 

15.  If  patients  are  irregular  in  their  attendance,  or  neg¬ 
lect  the  directions  of  the  surgeon,  they  shall  be  discharged ; 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  being  reported  to  the  governor 
recommending,  and  to  the  committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

16.  No  gratuity  shall  be  received  by  any  one  connected 
with  the  Hospital. 

17.  That  Subscriptions  be  received  by  the  Treasurer, 
at  Messrs.  Beck,  Downward,  and  Co.’s,  and  by  the  Dispen¬ 
ser  ;  and  that  the  Dispenser  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the 
last  day  of  every  month,  all  sums  received  by  him  during  the 
month.
